Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed proposed amendments to the present claim language in 
interest of separating the claimed purchase and use of a pass from the previously known deduction of player funds 
associated with continuing a game. Resultant of the conversation, the incorporation of language into the presented 
claims that would separate the funds utilized in the purchasing of the pass from those funds relied upon in the 
placement of the original wager could be utilized to overcome the present office interpretation which does not separate 
the two claimed elements.
